Applicant argued that the combination of Fields and Lynch does not disclose "define the properties of valid input directly provided by a 
computing component without human intervention; based upon the properties of valid input defined by the input-description data" 
However, Fields and Lynch's teaching of HTML is a structural language that is comprised of HTML elements that are nested within each 
other. An HTML document is a text file in which certain strings of characters, called tags, mark regions of the document and assign 
special meaning to them. These regions are called HTML elements. Each element has a name, or tag. An element can have attributes 
that specify properties of the element. Blocks or components include unordered list, text boxes, check boxes, and radio buttons, for 
example. Each block has properties such as name, type, and value. The following provides an example of the structure of an HTML 
document: <HTML> <HEAD> . . . element(s) valid in the document head </HEAD> <BODY> . . . element(s) valid in 
the document body </BODY> </HTML&gt (col.
